I.k1 is understood that at the meeting of the 
State Board of Equalization next week a

County. that will be subjected to taxation. 
Certain parties, it is intimated, are interested 
in — —— just now what companies have 
5 5 been improperly exempted im the past, so that 
they may be included this time, and that the 
af revenue of the city and country may thus be 
5 increased. That the local Assessors neglect 
their duties in reference to such corporations 
1 notorious. They hardly ever make any re- 
1 of the assessufent of joint stock com- 
panies. 

“We go to the trouble,“ said Archie Cam- 
eron, the tax assessment clerk ui the County 
1 s office, yesterday, of furnishing the 
Assessors with blanks on which to make re- 
turns Of the assessment of those companies. 
At the head of those forms we print a copy of 
the provision of the Revenue law bearing on 
te subject, and which runs as follows:

Ashe reads over the list and 
compares the assessment with that on his own 
house, or lot, or store he may be unreasona- 
ble enough to think that the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, the Chicago City railway 
company, the Cook County Abstract company, 
the Edison company, the Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke company, the Hider 
nian Banking Association, the Hyde Park Gas 
company, the PF. C. Hanford (Standard Oil) 
company, the Sibley Elevator company, and 
other corporations are not assessed in propor- 
tion. But then the average taxpayer does not 
know all that the good members of the State 
Board of Equalisation know. But after all 
what’ will strike the average reader and tax- 
payer as most curious in reference to this list 
is the large number of omissions. 


DID NOT SEE DAVIS SIGN THE WILL. 


That Is What Sconce Is Alleged to Have 
Said—Proceedings at Butte, 

Bortz, Mont., Aug. 21.—[{Special.]—The 
most important feature developed in the Da- 
vis trial today was the evidence of J. R. Hum- 
phries of Yell County, Ark. He testified to a 
conversation that took place between Mr. 
Myers, one of the contestants’ attorneys, and 
Sconce at the latter’s house Sept. 27 läst. 
Sconce is the only living witness of the alleged 
will over which the fight is taking place, 
whose signature the experts have testified 
was placed on the will less than two 
years ago in different ink and at a later 
period than the microscopical examination 
shows the body of the will was. Myers’ ob- 
jection in going to see Sconce then, of course, 
was to see if he was purchasable. Hum- 
phries said he was present when the con- 
versation took place when Sconce 
said he did not see Davis sign 
the will, and he was sure that when he 
(Sconce) signed the will the signature of A. 
J. Davis was not upon it. The court ruled 
out a number of questions put by Mr. Myers 
himself to the witness, such as: Did he say 
that for $2,500 he would remain away from 
the case? 

„Did he not say he had a contract by 
which he was to get $3 and expenses per day, 
$200 before he left home, and $1,000 before 
he should give his testimony?’ “Did not 
Sconce say he had a contract for $1,200, but 
that he would stay at home for $2,500." All 
were objected to by proponent’s counsel and 
the objections sustained. 


CATILLO, THE COLORADO BANDIT. KILLED 


The Outlaw Fought Desperately Against 
Big Odds Before Death Came, 
Watsensune, Colo., Aug. 21.—The famous 
bandit Catillo was shot and killed this morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock on Halo Duro Creek, this 
county. Deputy Sheriffs Wilson and -‘Yocum 
of Park Ceunty and Deputy Sheriff Tom 
Brewer of this county and three 
others surrounded him and he refused 
to surrender. Catillo was. wanted 
in Park County for the murder 
of two Swedes. The fight lasted for three 
hours. The bandit was well armed and had a 
large supply of ammunition.‘ Every opportuni- 
ty was given him to surrender, but his final 
answer was a shot from his revolver. Deputies 
Yocum and Wilson are both good shots, but 
the bandit was so protected by rocks and trees 
that it was three hours after the first shot was 
fired before any of the officers’ bullets 
took effect, although many of them grazed 
his body wherever it was exposed. He fought 
desperately, and, although be was subject to 
attack from six quarters, he fired so rapidly 
and with such accuracy that it was impossible 
to close in on him. The cafion is infested 
with other notorious and desperate characters, 
members of his band, who will either be 
captured or meet the fate of their leader. 


ARREST OF A FIGHTING POLICE JUSTICE 


Roy Bean of Texas, Who Enforced His Rul- 
ings with a Gun, Arrested for Smuggling. 
Sax Awrowto, Tex., Aug. 21.—Judge Roy 

Bean of Langley has been arrested for smug- 

gling. It is alleged that he has been concerned 

in running horses from Mexico into the United 

States. He is one of the most celebrated 

characters of the frontier and has been Justice 

of the Peace for many years. He has been ac- 
customed to enforce his ruling with the six- 
shooter. Any man who brought a suit in his 
court and was disappointed at the result was 
always entitled to the satisfaction of a gentle- 
man, the combats invariably taking place out 
of office hours, the Judge maintaining that he 
could not afford to interrupt the business of 
the State for his own pleasure. Once, when 

Justice of the Peace in Bexar Coun- 

ty he sentenced a man to death 

by hanging for horse-stealing, and the crimi- 
nal would have hanged had it not been for the 
intervention of Officers from San Antonio. 

Bean is 60 years old and wealthy. His hon- 

esty has been always regarded as unimpeach- 

able. He stoutly protests his innocence.

ROCK ISLAND “1,” PLANS. 


IT IS SAID THE ROAD INTENDS USING 
THE DAY PATENTS. 


Negotiations Being Carried On to Secure & 
Right of Way into the World's Fair 
Grounds—Contro! of Town of Lake Fran- 
chises Obtalned— West Side Connecting 
Lines Projected—Other Routes Suggested 
Mr. Curtis of New York Has a Scheme. 


Elevated railway matters are looking up. 
Even ancient franchises that were secured 
with no idea on the part of the promoters of 
building lines are rapidly acquiring com- 
mercial value. And steam railway companies 
desirous of participating in the World's Fair 
passenger traffic are looking around to obtain 
L“ road entrance to the Fair grounds. The 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific is said to be 
one of those corporations, It is also said that 
such facilities as might be obtained by the 
Rock Island would be shared with its com- 
panion corporation, the Lake Shore and Mich- 
igan Southern. 

The Day Elevated railway people are at- 
tempting to secure a right of way from the 
Sixty-third street crossing of the Rock Island 
road to the Exposition site.“ said a member 
of the World’s Fair Directory yesterday. 
“They have been negotiating some time to 
obtain such entrance. The World’s Fair 
people of course are desirous of increasing 
the competition for the passenger traffic to 
their exhibit, and, therefore. are willing to 
facilitate the efforts of the new company to 
obtain a right of way.” 

Who are behind the Day Elevated railway 
company? the director was asked. 

Go and see Vice-President Purdy of the 
Rock Island road and he will tell you all 
about it. was the reply. 

Mr. Purdy Not Confidential. 

Mr. Purdy was sought at the office of the 
new L“ company on Dearburn street, but 
he was not disposed to be confidential. 

* The Day company, he said, is not an 
operative company. It is a construction com- 
pany controlling the Day ‘L’ road patents. 
It desires no franchise and is seeking none.“ 

Are not the principal owners of the Rock 
Island and Lake Shore the persons most 


largely interested in this construction com- 


pany and are they not also the ones who are 
seeking the franchise? 

No, Sir.“ 

„Over what route do you figure on getting 
your terminal facilities?“ 

I do not know that we will have any.“ 

Mr, Purdy was decidedly non-communica- 
tive. He was angered that his connection 
with the Day company and the Rock Island 
company should be interpreted as indicating 
that the Rock Island company was going to 
use the Day patents. 

But the Rock Island company and the Lake 
Shore dnd Michigan Southern company have 
fur some time been discussing the feasibility 
of elevating their tracks as far south as Eighty- 
seventh atreet. To do so would give them 
unusual facilities for rapid transit. They 
have hesitated, however, to go to the expense 
of elevating their tracks until they could se- 
cure a wider field of operations. A line to 
the World’s Fair grounds at Jackson Park 
would contribute in this direction, not only 
during the World’s Fair period but there- 
after. 

Town of Lake Franchises. 

It is understood that the capitalists back of 
the Day Construction company have obtained 
the control of the franchises in the Town of 
Lake owned by the Sherman-Byrne-Coy-Mc- 
Knight syndicate. The same capitalists are 
also said to be in the Rock Island. 

To the end * franchises may be 
properly utilized short route referred to 
above is @ necessary jewel in this crown of 
rights of way. The Sherman-Byrne-Coy-Mc- 
Knight franchises are for elevated roads on 
State street, Wentworth avenue, Halsted 
street, Ashland avenue, Western avenue, 
Forty-third, Forty-seventh, Forty-ninth, 
Fifty-first, Sixty-third, Sixty-seventh, and, in 
brief, all the principal east and west streets in 
the Town of Lake. 

But though the Rock Island company with 
the Town of Lake franchises in its control 
would be able to compete with the Illinois 
Central company for World’s Fair passenger 
traffic, and would be able greatly to expand its 


‘suburban business, it would yet want a line 


to divert West Side passenger traffic to its ben- 
efit. For this reason it is said connecting 
lines have been sought for the West Division. 
Such a line would begin at Thirty-ninth and 
Halsted streets and would follow Halsted 
street to Canalport avenue, then on the latter 
to Canal street, and, following Canal street, 
would terminate near Madison street, in the 
vicinity of the Union depot. 

Another route that has been suggested is 
Halsted street to Lake street. But that in- 
volves the purchase of the Lake street L. 
road, and the Rock Island people are not pre- 
sumably prepared for that. 

Community of Interests. 

It is understood in this connection that the 

Rock Island company as a company is not 


trying to secure the newline. But large stock - 


holders in the Rock Island are, and it is said 
to be the intention to operate it in connection 
with the Rock Isiand road. 

Thomas Byrne, a member of the Sherman- 
Byrne-Coy-McKnight syndicate, admitted yes- 
terday that the franchises which he and his 
partners own are soon to be operated in con- 
nection with an L“ road having a down- 
town terminal line and a World’s Fair con- 
nection. He declined to give the name of the 
company. He merely said: 

“The company means business, and the 
road will be built as soon as he Alley * i," if 

not sooner.’ 

It is expected that the new W 0 will 
apply for the connecting franchise as soon as 
the Council meets. Whether it will seek a 
right of way along the alleys or streets or over 
its own property has not yet been ascertained. 
It will probably seek its right of way along 
some east and west street. There is abun- 
dance of capital behind the proposed line. 

As to the Day Elevated road; whereof Vice- 
President Purdy’s company controls all the 
patents and the right to apply them in this 
country, a word may not be uninteresting. It 
differs principally from other styles of road 
construction in the length of span of the trus- 
ses. Street intersections are not by this sys- 
tem obstructed, it is claimed, and the thor- 
oughfare of ordinary width is readily and 
safely cleared with a single span. 

Another L.“ Praject. 


W. H. Curtis, the New York financial agent 
who is said to have relations with the Drexels 
and the Seligmans, is said to be interested in 
an entirely different concern from the Day 
company. His people have also been negoti- 
ating with the World’s Fair people, but on 
what basis could not be ascertained. The 
Curtis men are said to be reaching out for the 
Lake Street L road to use as a nucleus 
and a terminal. 

Notices of condemnation proceedings will be 
sent out in a few days to the property-owners 
along the proposed right of way of the Alley 
„L“ road between Thirty-seventh street and 
Fifty-seventh street. The condeinnation cases 
will be put on hearing in the September term. 
The route is to be between Wabash avenue 
and State street south to Fortieth ‘street, on 
Fortieth street to a point between Calumet 
avenue and Prairie avenue, and between those 
thoroughfares as far south as Sixty-third 
street. The Alley L“ ordinance will have

SEEKS REVENGE ON A JUDGE. 


His Refusal to Heara Lawyer in His Court 
Made the Basis of Damage Suits. 

Mriwavxer, Wis., Aug. 21. —[Special. ]— 
Some days ago when Moritz Wittig, a young 
attorney, rose in Judge Wallber’s court to de- 
fend a prisoner the Judge ordered him to sit 
down. When Wittig remonstrated the Judge 
said that no dishonest lawyers could practice 
in his court. Wittig, crestfallen, walked out. 
When asked as tothe reason for his action 
Judge Wallber said that Wittig had secured 
depositions in cases pending here through the 
American Legation in Berlin. The cost of ob- 
taining these papers was $13 or $14, which 
the Secretary of the legation paid. 
expecting Wittig to make good 
the outlay. This the latter did 
not do and the Secretary wrote to Judge 
Wallber. The Judgesaw Wittig and he said 
the debt was paid. Judge Wallber asserted 
that later advices from Germany were to the 
effect that the money was still que. He then 
turned the matter over to President Stark of 
the Bar Association and took steps to exclude 
Wittig from his own court, 

Wittig several days afterwards exhibited 
telegrams showing that the débt had been 
paid. Judge Wallber intimated that it was 
subsequently to the court-room scene. Now 
Wittig has commenced two suits against 
Judge Wallber for defamation of character 
and damage to his business. On each count 
he asks $5,000 damages. The papers are in 
the Sheriff’s hands and will be served tomor- 
row. While attorneys do not think Judge 
Wallber acted properly in shutting Wittig out, 
they have little sympathy with his suits. He 
is in dead earnest. He visited several court 
commissioners today, trying to secure a war- 
rant for the Judge, but was unsuccessful. 

Judge Wallber is Judge of the Municipal 
and Criminal Court. He was formerly Mayor 
of the city, and was elected a year ayo by the 
Republicans. He is a German, and 1s quite 
popular among that nationality. 


SECRETARY RUSK IS WELL SATISFIED. 


He Predicts Victory for McKinley in Ohio 
—The Texas Rain Experiments. 
Mapison, Wis., Aug. 21.—[Special. ]—Secre- 
tary Rusk arrived in this city today and will 
remain several days. The Secretary said that 
tomorrow he would make a statement with 
regard to the Madison bond cases of 1884, to 
which he alluded in his testimony in the Treas- 
ury suits given at Viroqua. Secretary Rusk 
takes a lively interest in the Ohio campaign, 
and says he is positive that McKinley will 
carry the State by at least 40,000 plurality.

FORGED CERTIFICATES TO CHINAMEN. 


Collector Phelps of the Port of San Fran- 
cisco Makes a Discovery. 

San Franorsco, Cal., Aug. 21.—[Special. ]— 
Collector Phelps has discovered that some one 
has been issuing notary certificates of prior 
residence to Chinese who are in no wise enti- 
tled to landmg papers, being neither mer- 
chants nor professional men. It has also been 
ascertained that these certificates have been 
forwarded to addresses in China, and later 
have made their appearance here, the Chi- 
nese proving to becommon emigrants. In 
most cases these frauds have been detected. 
Fictitions names of alleged San Francisco 
merchants were given on these certificates as 
vouchers for the character of the party hold- 
ing them. It is alleged that in some in- 
stances Consul Bee countersigned these pa- 
pers. Collector Phelps thinks he has a clew 
to the forger, and says that he will land him 
in jail within a fortnight. 


CRITICAL CASE OF A KANSAS COUNTY. 


Gov. Humphrey Asked to Prevents Its 
Officials from Making It Bankrupt. 
Torrexa, Kas., Aug’ 21.—A petition, signed 
by a large number of the citizens of Stevens 
County, has been received by Gov. Humphrey, 
asking him to cause an investigation into the 
financial affairs of the county. The petition 
sets forth that the indebtedness of the county 
is $75,000, one-half of which was incurred in a 
fraudulent way by the county officers. The 
petition claims that the county officers have 
conspired to loot, and are now looting the 
treasury by paying themselves illegal allow- 
ances und fees. If this robbery continues, the 
petition states, the citizens of the county will 
be driven from their homes by excessive 
taxes. The Governor is asked to investigate 
the county affairs and see that proper punish- 
meant is meted out to the officials.

IMMIGRATION AND DEGRADATION. 

In the August number of the Forum Mr. 
Francis A. Walker discusses the remarkable 
fact that the increase of immigration to the 
United States in the last few decades has been 
accompanied by a smaller rate of increase 
among the native population. The excess of 
immigrants has been so far from constituting 
a net gain to the population that the total 
showed no increase over the proportions es- 
tablished before immigration setin like a 
flood. As the foreigners began to come in 
larger numbers the native people more and 
more witttheld their own increase. ‘The arti- 
cle will be found in another column. 

The ‘phenomenon which Mr. Walker at- 
tempts to explain has puzzled many thinkers. 
An accretion of five and a half million immi- 
grants in the latest decade and yet a total 
increase of little more than 25 per cent, where 
other decades have rolled up an augment of 
30 to 86, may well be wondered at. Mr. 
Walker gives a glimpse at the cause of this 
partial arrest of growth, but some other feat- 
ures of the situation may be noted as com- 
mending themselves to consideration by the 
thoughtful mind, to whieh the topic is one of 
great interest. 

From the outbreak of the colonial revolt 
down to about 1830s0 few immigrants came 
to this country that they furnished hardly any 
supply of rough labor. There was not enough 
of it to furnish a competition with the native 
element. The newcomers wére mostly Rhine 
Germans and Scotch-Irish, who engaged in 
farming w the interior, as far west as Ohio, 
and Catholic-Irish, who settled in the seaboard 
cities or sought employment in digging 
canals or on other public works, But in the 
northern and border, States the natives per- 
formed nearly all the labor of the land. They 
were poor, laborious, _geonomical, and lived 
the lives of pioneers. The cities were few 
and small, and inland traffic was carried on 
by Means of stéamboate and wagons, while a 
voyage to or from Europe occupied four to 
six weeks of tossing discomfort in a small 
merchant ship. 

The American people assimilated easily and 


| readily with the stragglers who had come in 


previously, there not having been enough of 
them fo excité alarm in the mind of any one 
disposed to object to the introduction of a 
foreign element. There was no demand for a 
division of offices according to nationalities, 
no claims for recognition of any particular 
F birth-place, no reference to claims based upon 
patriotism in other lands or the want of it. 
The members of the police force were mostly 
to the manner born, and those of foreign birth 
who were chosen to officé were elected or ap- 
pointed because of supposed fitness and worth 
as American citizens. The people did all 
their Own work, all of them married, and as a 


and small graveyards. The sons wore robust 
and muscular and the daughters healthy anc 
domestic in tastes and habits, not being 
“above ’’ helping their mothers to do house- 
work. The boys learned trades and were con- 
tent to work at the business after they became 
men. Hence each recurring decennial census 
showed an increase of 34 to 35 per cont, with 
little foreign aid during the first half century 
after the Declaration of Independence. 

After 1830 the flood of emigration from 
Europe burst upon this country, and, with 
slight fluctuations, has increased in volume 
ever since. The laborers of Europe heard of 
this country of rich, cheap land, cheap food, 
and to them high wages, with plenty of oppor- 
tunity for work, and they pressed in. At first 
about half of Dam came to the towns and the 
rest scattered into the country. By 1860 the 
proportion of those going to the towns and 
| cities had increased to 60 per cent and now it 
has risen to perhaps nearly 90 per cent. These 
European laborers began working for less 
wages than the natives, which some people yet 
alive can remémber to have been a fact away 
back in thé thirties, and the difference was 
often commented on in severe terms by native 
laborers and wnechanics. 

Every year it became more and more un- 
fashionabie for the natives to compete with 
the foreigners in the mills and factories and 
in the various employments of town and 
country, The large farmers soon began to 
hire men servants and maid servants, while 
their sons and daughters attended colleges, 
taught schools, and learned to wear gloves. 
The American youth refused to be bound out 
to a trade or ran off when half instructed and 
hunted for less laborious employment as clerk, 
drummer, or agent. The young men engaged 
in trade or speculation flocked into the pro- 
fessions and sought in other ways to gain a 
living by meaas not involving manual labor 
to themselves, which many regarded as de- 
grading. As mullions of Europeans marched 
into the manual employments millions of 
Americans marched out of them, refusing to 
compete with the foreigners in the handi- 
crafts or hard labor of any kind. Hundreds 
of thousands of young men have sought Latin 
and Greek academies to get what they called 
an education, 80 as to avoid having to work for 
a hving in competition with the Europeans of 
many tongués and races. The native girls 
have surrendered the kitchen and home work 
to hired European help, and many of them 
have become “shop-ladies,” schoolmarnis, 
music teachers, ete., or parlor ladies, waiting 
for husbands or divorces, while some ot their 
number have turned their attention to fethale 
suffrage, prohibition politics, authorship, and 
other “genteel” avenues of activity if not 
usefulmess. 

The prodigious resources of this country 
and the inventiveness of the age have enabled 
millions of Americans to gain a livelihood as 


btedly | middlemen, clerks, agents, employers, ete., 


without soiling their hands as their grand- 
fathers did; and another result has followed. 
Genteel employment, with its lack of muscu- 
lar exercise; has greatly deteriorated both 
males and females physically and unfitted 
many of them for raising large, robust, 
healthy families. Nor are the latter desired 
now. The average citizen is content with one 
or two children, and many prefer none at all. 
This tendency to the small family has in- 
creased very rapidly durtm the last thirty 
years in the New England States and in the 
cities all over the Union. It is now invading 
the rural population of the West. Farmers’ 
half as many 
children as did those of the American farmer 
in the early part of the century.

In 1889 it 
was $900,000,000, present quotations are 
less than a quarter of that figure. The shrink- 
age in the imagined fortunes of land-owners 
has been proportionately as great. Hence the 
President is of the opinion that the difference 
between values as they seemed to be two years 
ago and what they are now is at least a thou. 


sand million dollars. 0 


In spite of the enormous issue of paper 
money, which is worth now about a quarter of 
its face value, there are complaints of its 
scarcity, anda demand that more of it be 
issued. Money is “cheap” but 1 is not 
plentiful. In his message the President takes 
a firm stand against setting the printing 


presses at work, pointing out that ou of the. 


causes of the scarcity complained of is the 
depreciation of the currency, which calls for 
double the ordinary amount of money in 
commercial and industrial transactions—it 
takes four dollars to do the work which one 
used todo. And as the need for more money 
grows With each successive issue, that point 
cannot be reached where it will be both cheap 
and abundant. The President then goes on 
to say: 

As an exeuse for a fresh issue the example of 
other countries is invoked, especially that of the 
United States with its famous greenbacks; but 
the advocates of paper money do not pause to 
see the disparity of conditions. In the case ofa 
great war, when the State, to save national honor 
or maintain national integrity, must call upon 
direct and large resources, when loans are out of 
the question, then only could there be a plea for 
the issue of banknotes, which is a proportional 
tax on all the inhabitants of the country to de 
fend the State, which. all are obliged to do with 
their persons and It ie a debt that the 
State creates with a promise of redemption; it is 
a burden that must be borne, because industry, 
credit, commerce, aud the whole economic fabric 
of the nation are affected by war. After the war 
both production and taxation enable the State to 


redeem that debt, as happened in the United 
States after the war of the Union and in France 


after the late great war. 

But with us . some people call on the 
government to issue paper in the midst of peace 
to help debtors: in other words, such advocates 
wish to help a portion of the community. very de- 
serving do doubt, but certainly with no claims for 
such a sacrifice. 

The attention of Farmers’ Alliance people 
and others who wish the United States to go 
into the issue of shin plasters and the free loan- 
ing of money on laud is invited to the fate of 
Argentina and to the comments of its Presi- 


dent on the present situation. 


A GLOOMY STATE OF AFFAIRS IN PART 
OF MICHIGAN, 

It is the custom of the Michigan State 
Board of Equalization to listen to the state- 
ments of citizens of different counties—to their 
appeals for lower assessments and to their 
explanations why the communities they fep- 
resent have not been valued at a higher 
figure. Judging from the stories told to the 
board this week the condition of that part of 
the Lower Peninsula north of a line drawn 
from Muskegon to the southernmost point of 
Saginaw Bay, being the great pine timber 
section of the State, is far from being pros- 


porous. ’ 


Even after making 400 allowance for the 
falsehoods and the constant pleas of poverty 
which a Board of Equalization has to listen 
to in every State it is clear that during the 
last few years a large portion of Michigan has 
gone backwards instead of forwards, The 
cause of that is the practical destruction of the 
magnificent pine forests which it was thought 
once were inexhaustible. It was for lumber 
that men went there, and now that it has dis- 
appeared they are moving away. The mem- 
bers of the board had to listen to the same 
story over and over again—the timber nearly 
gone, the population shrinking, the villages 
falling into decay, manufactories being closed, 
farms being abandoned. and lands selling at 
26 cents an acre. The County of Mecosta will 
stand for all the others: 

A. 8. Johnson spoke for Mecosta, which, he 
said, is situated in a portion of the State which 
has many hardships to contend with. At present 
but 2,000,000 feet of pine was standing in the 
county. It had lost 4,000 population in four years. 
Several corporations had since left the county, 
among them the Chippewa Lumber company. 
Many farms had been abandoned. The Super- 
visors of fourteen townships report 153 farms 
abandoned and eighty-six mills had closed in the 
last five years. Ali lands that are “cropped”. 
are reported as “improved lands,” while in fact 
they are not improved lands, but pine stamp 
lands, The depreciation of property in Big Rap- 
ids was very great. In some of the villages the 
depreciation had been fully 75 percent. He asked 
for a reduction of $2,000,000 or $38,000,000 in the val- 
uation of Mecosta County. 


There is great similarity between the con- 
dition of these Michigan counties and that of 
a village which has sprung up around a coal 
mine after the mine has been worked out and 
the miners have left. A great Michigon industry 
is passing away and no new one has arisen yet 
to take its place. The truth is the destruc. 


tion of the pine forests has been carried on 


too rapidly. The owners have been too eager 
to realize their profits. Had the loggers 
moved more slowly there would not have been 
this universal voice of complaint. 

Even though there should be no immediate 
improvement in these pine land counties, 
which is uot to be looked for, there is no 
cause for complaint in the rest of the Lower 


Peninsula. The south third of the State, 


which was covered originally with hardwood 
timber, has an excellent soil and is good farm 
land, raising heavy crops of wheat, corn, vate, 
hay, ete. It has many prosperous manufact- 
uring towns and thriving villages. But the 
tune will come when that section which is 
suffering so much now will revive and adapt 
itself to the changed conditions, and will te 
more flourishing than during the days when it 
depended on one uncertain industry. The 
counties fronting on Lake Michigan from 
Muskegon northward will turn to the ctltiva- 
tion” of fruits and vegetables for the 
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icans e the chief dignitaries

The Catholie community in the United States 
has been conspicuous for its loyality in the century 
that has passed away, and we, I am sure, will em- 
ulate the patriotism of our fathers in the faith. 
Let us glory in the title of American citizen. We 
owe an allegiance to one country, and that coun- 
try is America. We must be in harmony with our 

litical institutions. It matters not whether 
titis is the land of our birth or of our adoption. 
It is the land of our destiny. Here we intend to 
live and here we hope to die. And when our 
brethren across the Atlantic resolve to come to 
our shores may they be animated with the senti- 
ments of Ruth when she determined to join her 
husband’s kindred in the land of Israel. 


No one can question for a moment the sin- 
cerity of these expressions. Cardinal Gib- 
bons was born in this country, and so was his 
father before him. He is an American, a 
loyal citizen, and also a loyal Catholic. Being 


the latter he sees that the church of which he | 


is a member cannot thrive here unless it is 
equally loyal and equally devoted to American 
institutions. If it fails to keep touch with 
American ideas ite growth can be but a slow 
and sickly one, 80 he not merely has no sym- 
pathy with those who are endeavoring to have 
the European immigrant and his children feel 
and act and think after European models and 
ideas, but he opposés them earnestly, for he 
knows that they are the enemies of the church. 
And his sentiinents are shared by a Wisconsin 
priest, who said in the course of his remarks: 
To keep strong the Catholic Church of the 


| United States must over be an American in- 


stitution and must ingist on no foreign inter- 
ferente.”’ 

There are people in this country who have a 
strony prejudice against that church. They 


look on it as dangerous to their liberties and 


as being engaged in a perpetual plot against 
their rights. That feeling, a legacy of other 
days and other countries, is fed and kept alive 
toa great extent by the inconceivably silly 
utterances of foreigners like Cahensly and of 
a few men on this side of the ocean who think 
like him. And those declarations have not 
met always with as prompt and emphatic a 
repudiation as they have just met with from 
Cardinal Gibbons. The majority of the peo- 
ple know that he is the real representative of 
the ideas of the American Roman Catholic 
Church, and they are not alarmed by this un- 
American talk of Europeen sympathizers.

THE OHIO SHEPHERD'S WOOL SCHEDULE. 

The drafting of the wool schedule of the 
McKinley law was intrusted to an Ohio ram- 
raiser named Lawrence. He increased the 
duties on clothing and combing wools, and 
raised and changed from specific to ad va- 
lorem those on the carpet wools. Those on 
shoddy and the various kinds of waste were 
made prohibitory. By altermg gradings and 
classifications those of some sorts of wool 
were pushed up much higher than by the in- 
crease in duties, and since the law went into 
force a series of Treasury rulings have doubled 
the duties on some wools. 

It was the expectation of the framers of the 
law that it would keep out the foreign prod- 
uct and leave the field to the American wool: 


raiser, who, freed from outside competition, 


would be able to ask and get several cents a 
pound more for his clip than he has been re- 
ceiving for some years. But this has not hap- 
pened. Foreign wools have come in in in- 
creased quantities since last October, when 
the new law went into force; the price of do- 
mestic wool has sunk and the demand for it 
has been sluggish. The ram-raisers, not having 
accbmplished what they thought they would, 
are beginning now to explain why they did 
not. They say through their spokesman, 
Lawrence, that the duties are not high enough 
yet, but that had it not been for ‘ast year’s in- 
crease the American wool-grower would have 
been getting less than he does now. The wise 
Lawrence says: 

If it were not for our wool tariff American 
wools would now sell fur an average of seven cents 
per pound less than they are now selling for. 
The true policy of American farmers and wool- 
growers is to stand by the McKinley law for the 


good it does and demand an improvement in it as 
soon as possible. 


It will be a long time before there is an 
„improvement in the sense in which the 
Ohioan uses the word, for there will be no 
future Congress which will add anything to 
the wool duties. The action taken will be the 
other way. 

The McKinley wool schedule has not kept 
prices from sinking below what they are now, 
but has forced them down to that point. . The 
new duty on shoddy has kept it out, for it was 
prohibitory, but the higher duty on Australian 
wool has compelled the producers of Aus- 
tralian and Argentine wools to take lower 
prices, and has left them as formidable com- 
petitors of the American wool-grower as they 
were before. The Ohio recipe for this state 


of affairs has been given—it is to give the 


sheep-raisers of this country a hair of the dog 
that bit them, to pile up the duties to a point 
where it will be impossible for the foreign 
producer to pay them or any considerable 
part of them as the price of hia admission to 
this market. 

The real way to make the wool business 
prosper is to abandon that kind of treatment ; 
to repeal the Lawrence schedule, put carpet 
and coarse mixing wools on the free list, 
and leave no higher duty on any kind of 
wool than was provided for by the act of 1888) 
which was passed by a Republican Congress 
and signed by a Reptibhean President. At 
the same time the advanced duties on wool- 
ens should be repealed and the rates of 1883, 


which were acceptable to the manufacturers,

The nub of the argument of the Commercial

The free ground around 
Chicago houses is not wasted, but is as much 
of a profitable investment as are the parks.

persons to the acre in Chicago 80 much the 


better for the inaabitants. 

The real average is higher than that, how- 
ever, for there are portions of the annexed 
districts which cannot be said to be inhabited 
at all as yet. It was more convenient for 
many reasons to take in an entire township, 
and not merely the settled part of it. The re- 
sult is that the city has a large quantity of 


‘unimproved land which it will All up in due 


course of time. But whether the million and 
more residents of Chicago are spread over 
four, five, or six times the area occupied by 


those of Brooklyn matters not. They are all 
the more comfortable and healthy because N 


they are not packed together after the style of 
the sardine citizens of ae York.
